Deposited At Bottom Of the Sea 

Vast stores of radium. cached= in 
Davy Jones’ locker were described by 
scientists before’ the American Geo- 
physical Union, 

Sediments on the eto of the 


Pacific Ocean are from four.to nearly |. 


12 times as-rich in radium as. ordin- 
ary rocks on dry land, according to 
figures quoted by C. 8S. Piggott, based 
on samples dredged up from the sea 
floor. ‘The most radium is in the deep- 
er parts of the ocean bottom, remote 
from Jand, and Piggott estimated the 
total hidden there at about a billion 
tons. 

The radium is sent to the bottom 
mostly by oxidation in the sea water, 
while some is carried down by skele- 
tons of tiny sea creatures and dust 
particles, he explained.
